WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—By a 
five to four decision, the Supreme 
Court today upheld the right of the 
Government to limit the quantity 


of whisky which may be prescribed 
for patients by physicians. 

In a case brought by Dr. Samuel 
W. Lambert of New York, which 
has long been regarded as one of 
the most important tests to which 
the Volstead Act has been sub- 
jected, the majority of the court 
ruled that the restriction of physi- 
cians to one pint of whisky each 10 
days: for a patient was not an un- 
lawful interference with the prac- 
tice of medicine. 

Justice Sutherland delivered the 
dissenting opinion, and was joined 
by Justices McReynolds, Stone and 
Butler. They contended that the 
court’s opinion had _ transferred 
the control of medicinal practice 
from the states to Congress. 

The opinion of the court, handed 
down by Justice Brandeis, declared 
that the eighteenth amendment, be- 
sides prohibiting the manufacture,

SUPREME COURT RULES OUT 
NEW YORK GAS RATE FIXING 


United States Judges Declare Leg- 
islature’s Act Is Confiscatory 
and Unconstitutional,

act of the New York Legislature in 
1923 fixing the price and standard 
of gas in Greater New York was 
declared void and unconstitutional 
today by the Supreme Court on the 
ground that it was confiscatory.

Jumping into 
their machine, they started east. 

Many persons on the sidewalk 
heard the shots, and some got a 
hurried view of the attack on the 
two men, the seizure of the bag 
and the escape of the robbers, who 
turned their large car, apparently 
a Lincoln, east in Washington 
boulevard. A police chauffeur, in 
the car used by the Chief of Police. 
pursued the robbers for several 
blocks, firing at them, and a pa- 
trolman on foot fired one shot 
after them. 

Both the policeman and Stuever 
said they saw three robbers outside 
the car, and the policeman got a 
glimpse of a fourth, the driver, in- 
side. Some witnesses saw only two 
robbers, and some thought there 
were four, besides the driver. 

Shot Pierces Store Window. 

Some shots fired by the robbers 
went wild, one piercing the frent 
window of the Aloe optical store 
at 539 North Grand, and breaking 
a barometer inside the store. 

William Engle, chauffeur for 
Chief of Police Gerk, hed the 
chief's sedan on the east side of 
Grand, south of Washington, about 
200 feet from the scene of the at- 
tack. He was waiting for a police 
official, who was to accompany 
him to the Statler Hotel, to take 
Gov.

Damage estimated at $860,090 
was caused by a spectacular fire 
early today at the Cain-Hurley 
Lumber Co. yard, Thirty-ninth 
street and Bond avenue, Center- 
ville Station, a suburb of East St. 
Louis. The loss is fully insured, 
E. M. Cain, president, said. 

As thousands of feet of yellow 


pine the bulk of the rumber piled 


n the yard, caught fire, flames 
shot high into the air and were vis- 
ible for miles around. The red 
glow was easily seen from down- 


town 8t, Louis. 


Low water pressure and insuf- 
ficient mumber of plugs handi- 
capped fire fighters. In response 
to a general alarm, seven East 8t. 
Louis companies went to the fire, 
six blocks east of the city limits. 
Sixteen hoses were availabue, but 
only eight could be used, for lack 
of more plugs. The pressure on 
those used was less than half of 
the motor pumpers’ capacity, Fire 
Chief James Whalen said. 

One Street Blocked Off. 

Bond avenue in front of the yard 
is Weing reconstructed and was 


blocked off, adding to the diffi- 


culties. The trucks detoured over 
other streets and got as close as 
they could. All had ocme ‘a dis- 
tance of two miles or more. 


Cause of the fire has not been 
determined. When the first fire- 
men arrived at 3:15 a. m. the west- 
ern half of the nine-acre yard was 
ablaze, and soon the flames en- 
veloped the whole yard. 

Huge stacks of rough lumber 
were reduced to charred ashes. 
Twelve box cars, some loaded with 
finished lumber, on two sidings in 
the yard, were burned, only the 
metal trucks and frames remain- 
ing. 

Office and Mill Saved. 

One frame shed tn which were 

stored doors, door frames, floor 


. boards and other building materials 


was consumed. Materials in an- 
other shed were scorched. The 
large frame office building and the 
planing mill, of frame and sheet 
metal construction, were saved. The 
fire was atill burning in the yard,

was 80 broad that it prohibited wit- 
nesses from waiving immunity? 
Not even the constitutional guar- 
antee which protects witnesses 
from being forced to incriminate 


themselves, is that broad. 

Would anybody seriously con- 
tend, he went on, that Fall couii be 
prosecuted for perjury on his state- 
ment? If, as the defense had held, 
the testimony came under the I*ed- 
eral statute previously mentioned, 
then Fall certainly could be prose- 
cuted for perjury, pecause the as- 
sertions contained in the statement 
were later shown to be false. 

It was plain that the defense was 
nettled by the spirited tone of the 
opinion. In noting his exceptions, 
Frank J. Hogan, chief defsnse 
counsel, employed more emphasis 
of voice and gesture than is cus- 
tomary with him. 

Provides Ground for Appeal. 

One thing is certain: If Fal. 
and Doheny are convicted, today's 
ruling will form the basis for an 
appeal to the United States Su- 
preme Court. It was the first time 
this point had ever been raised in a 
court. 

Justice Hoehling’s ruling was: 

‘With the whole picture held up 
in plain view, including the facts 
now referred to, namely the ap- 
pearance of defendant, Doheny, be- 
fore the Senate committee, on the 
afternoon of Jan. 24, 1924, at a 
meeting called at his special in- 
stance and request, in order that he 
and his attorney might present and 
submit, not by the stress of tom- 
pulsion, but voluntarily and fres- 
ly, certain prepared statements to 
the committee; as to which, the de- 
fendant, to use his own language, 
said: ‘I wish to state to the com- 
mittee and to the public the fu!l 
facts,’ etc.; and his further appear- 
ance before the committee, on Feb. 
1, 1924, when the promissory note 
was produced by him, and ‘when 
and where he stated, again using 
his own words, ‘I am here volun 
tarily today, although I was sub- 
penaed last night;:’ the arguments 
of defense counsel {n support of the 
exclusion, as evidence, of all thut 
the defendant then said and did, in 
pursuance of his specially request- 
ed opportunity to be permitted to 
appear before the committee, are 
in the opinion of the court, neither 
appealing, convincing nor Iegally 
sound. 

Objections 

“It results, that the objections 
interposed by counsel for the de- 
fense, to the evidence now offere:! 
by the Government, are severally 
overruled.” 

The story of the little black 
satchel and its $100,000 then was 
told to the jury. Although the de- 
tails of the Senate testimony had 
been widely published months ago, 
the jury listened with knit brows. 

Reading of the damning docu- 
ments proceeded at once.

count of any oll lease, or on any ac- 
count whatsoever.” 

Then came the reading of Do- 
heny’s testimony, in which he dis- 
closed how he had sent $100,000 
cash to Fall in a satcnel, accepting 
an unsecured promissory note, 
from which he afterward tore .he 
signature, and adding also that not 
a penny of interest or principal had 
ever been paid on the note. It was 
subsequent to this that Fall, as Sec- 
retary of the Intertor, secretly 
leased to Doheny the naval oil 
lease, out of which Doheny admii- 
ted he expected to make a profit 
of $100,000,000. 

Besides the Doheny and Fall 
statements, the Government put 
before the jury many other por- 
tions of the Senate testimony. 

One excerpt showed Doheny say- 
ing that he expected to realize a 
profit of $100,000,000 from the E1lk 
Hills lease. 

Rear Admiral J. K. Robison 
(now Captain), who handled the 
oil lease negotiations for the Navy, 
likewise testified before the Senate 
committee, and parts of his testi- 
mony wentintodayas Government 
evidence to fix the dates during 
which the negotiations were in 
progress. Robison’ testificd that 
some of the conversations *ook 
place as late as October, 1921, only 
a few weeks before the $100,000 
was advanced to Fall. 

Oil Man’s Son on Robison’s Ship. 

The Senate testimony also 
brought before the jury the fact 
that Edward L. Doheny Jr., who 
carried the money to Fall, served 
as a Lieutenant in the Naval Re- 
serves aboard the United States 
cruiser Huntington, of which Ad- 
miral Robison was commander. 

It was brought out that in an- 
swer to a question by Senator 
Walsh the elder Doheny conceded 
that the “‘loan’’ to Fall created a 
situation which might result in fa- 
voritism to Doheny’s firm on the 
part of Fall in the event of presen- 
tation to Fall of any point in con- 
nection with the negotiations in 
which he had any discretion as to 
terms. 

Walsh also drew an affirmative 
answer to the question whether the 
Elk Hills reserves had not been 
leased to the Pan-American com- 
pany without a call having issued 
for competitive bids. 

It also was shown that Doheny 
never before had lent Fall any 
money. 


Sinclair Loses Fight to Delay Tea- 
pot Dome Hearing. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 29.—De- 
spite a request that the Sinclair 
oil lease cancellation proceedings’ 
be suspended until the Doheny 
cancellation suit is decided, the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
today ordered Government counsel 
to file their papers in the Sinclair 
case by Dec. 9. 

This suit involves Sinclair’s lease 
to Teapot Dome. The oil man is 
appealing from a lower court de- 
cision holding the lease invalid, and 
Dec. 9 will be the last date on 
which the Government will be per- 
mitted to file objections to the pe- 
tition for appeal. 

The Doheny suit also !s a civil 
proceeding involving the validity to 
the lease to the Elk Hills reserve. 
It has no legal connection with the 
Fall-Doheny conspiracy case now 
on trial here.

PARIS. 

HE most important thing in the 
T life of a woman nowadays cer- 

tainly is to be dressed with the 
uttermost degree of elegance. 
Woman's dress has now become a 
part—an essential counterpart, I 
might say—of her personality, and 
it is as personal to her as her right 
hand or her left eye.

As between two 
of a suit and a pass, there is no 
universal rule to be applied. To 
advise an invariable pass would 
be both.unsound and cowardly. 
There are hands with which a No 
Trump should be overcalled by a 
sult; others with a strong. suit, 
which should pass. Many more er- 
rors are made by bidding a suit 
with hands which should be passed 
than by passing with hands which 
should be bid. The suit should not 
be bid unless there is a reasonable 
chance of game, and in détermin- 
ing whether a reasonable chance 
exists, it would be carrying opti- 
mism too far to expect more than 
two tricks from the partner. It 
is generally more profitable to de- 
feat a No Trump than to make 
a score of less than game. 

The most amateurish error that 
the Bridge table witnesses is the 
bidding of a long solid Minor (with 
which game is not’ probable) over 
a No Trump. For exaniple, hold- 
ing 

Sp.: x-x. Ht.: x-x. Dia: Ace- 
x-x, Cl.: Ace-King-Queen-Jack- 
x-x to bid two Clubs déver a No 
Trump on the right would be the 
acme of foolishness. The defeat 
of the No Trump by at least 60 
points is practically assured; a 
game at Clubs most improbable. 
A Major bid and game is the result 
apt to ensue from a Club bid. The 
Club bid would be equivalent to 
saying: “My dear opponent, you 
are on the wrong track: you can- 
not go game at No Trump, so I 
am trying to set you straight by 
pointing out your danger; I ad- 
vise you to shift to a suit.” 

The pointer for today is: 

When sitting over a No Trump, 
do not bid a suit unless within two 
tricks of game; but double when 


you hold the doubling strength and 


distribution.

Appetizing Breakfast 
Dishes. 

OOL weather sharpens the ap- 

petite and desire for heartier 

breakfast dishes. Eggs, always 
a standby, may be offered in many 
ways if the cook is resourceful, the 
first requirement being that they 
be fresh. Fish also figures in many 
excellent dishes. The cold fried 
cereals may be served with the eggs 
dishes, with meats or hash of vari- 
ous kinds. Creamed foods on toast 
are generally liked. We will give a 
choice of recipes that are all good; 
if unknown try them and see how 
good they are. 


Eggs Poached in Tomato Sauce. 


Make a tomato sauce of a can of 
tomatoes, a minced onion, some 
minced celery, half a bay leaf, 
pepper, salt, a tablespoonfu! of su- 
gar and a siice of bacon. Stew 
gently for half an hour, then 
strain. When ready heat to boiling 
point, poach in it as many eggs 
as are needed, lifting each to a 
toast round when done. Thicker 
the sauce to the consistency of cold 
honey and pour it over the eggs. 
Garnish with strips of broiled ba- 
con and sprays of parsley. 


Corned Beef Hash de Luxe. 


Chop enough ‘corned beef to 
make two cupfuls. Add a cupful 
and a half of minced potatoes, cold 
} boiled, two tablespooyfuls of apple 
sauce, pepper, a littie salt, a leve! 
teaspoonful of sugar anid a gener- 
ous lump of butter. Heat hot in a 
frying pan with a little butter in it; 
adding a quarter cupfu! of water; 
cover, but stir frequently. Serve on 
a hot dish mounded, cover with 
poached eggs, one for each serving, 
gnd turn over all a rich cream 
Sauce, not too thick. Garnish with 
sprays of parsley. 

Oereal and Bacon. 

Make a porridge of cornmeal, or 
any of the usual breakfast cereals, 
and let them jell down’cold. Cut in 
slices half an inch thick and fry in 
hot fat a good brown. Serve gar- 
nished with broiled bacon. Maple 
syrup, or honey, is offered with the 
cereal. Sometimes poached eggs 
are also served. Creamed potatoes 
may be used with this breakfast if | 
one must have potatoes, though 
they do not go with cereals. 

Sweetbreads Jeanette. 

Parboil two pairs of sweetbreads 
in slightly salted water, trim and 
dice them. Make a well-seasoned 
cream sauce, adding to it the juice 
of an onion and twelve mushrooms 
sliced down thin. Add the sweet- 
bread and serve on toast. Garnish 
with parsley and toast sippets. 
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Developing the Chest

O prove to you that round 

shoulders, which cause a naf- 

row, concave chest, can be 
remedied by exercise I'm going,to 
tell you the story of'a young girl's 
fight and success with this prob- 
lem. 

She came into the studio of a 
well-known vocal teacher two 
gears ago to arrange for singing 
lessons. While she had a beauti- 
ful face and a charming manner 
her shoulders were sd stooped it 
didn’t seem possible that her chest 
could be raised enough to allow for 
the deep breathing capacity so es- 
sential to one aspiring toward a 
musical career. 

She was a plucky little thing 
and after some conversation with 
the teacher it was decided to give 
her a trial if she would first ad- 
here to a strict routine of living 
prescribed by the master for three 
months—and without a voice trial 
until the time limit was up. 
| Somewhat disappointed but with 
splendid courage she agreed. I'm 
only going to tell you of the exer- 
cises for developing the chest. 

Upon arising there was five min- 
utes of deep breathing, followed by 
an exercise, then a light breakfast 
and a five-mile walk. Upon return- 
ing from the walk there was five 
minutes more of deep bréathing 
and exercising, followed by half an 
hours’ rest. en, at two-hour {n- 
tervals during the entire waking 
hours the breathing exercising was 
repeated. At the end of two weeks 
the time was increased to 10 min- 
utes. 

The deep breathing exercise is as 
follows: & 

Stand erect with the shoulders 
back, head up, chest up and the 
arms extended on an even line with 
the shoulders. Then inhale slowly 
until the stomach ig drawn in as 
much as is possible. Exhale by 
slowly forcing the breath through 
closed teeth so that a hissing sound 
is produced, the sound increasing 
in volumé as the breath supply is 
depleted. Repeat for five minutes. 

Still retaining the deep breath- 
ing position, make five small back- 
ward circles with the hands, then 
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five forward circles, repeating on 
this alternate plan for five minutes. 

During the walk the shoulders 
must be kept back, the head and 
chest up, and deep breathing must 
be practiced, though not the ex- 
aggerated deep breathing of the 
exercise mentioned above. 

Should th routine prove too 
strenuous at first, cut down the 
time and distance a little, working 
up to them again as quickly as pos- 
sible. ge
